This examiner amendment is being 
made to over come newly found art to Plyler et al (US5 145402). 

The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 1-3. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner agrees with the applicant's argument that the "bite-in portion" of the 
applicant's is quite different from the "sealing member 51" of the Ichio et al 
reference (US6302734). This bite-in portion is defined at length throughout the 
specification and is basically hard and protruding while the sealing member of 
Ichio is soft and deformable. 

Reasons for allowance of claims 4, 5, 8 and, 10 were given in the previous office 
action. 

Newly discovered prior art Plyler et al discusses some claim elements except for 
the bite in portion extending fi-om a wall of the housing substantially near the 
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terminal accommodating space. The bite in portion of Plyler does not extend from 
a wall of the housing but fi om an intemal part and it also is not substantially near 
the terminal space.
